‘Don’t delay green 
schemes’ urges 
Llantwit Major 
campaigning group 


THE chairman of 
a local campaign 
group said he hopes 
Llantwit Major 
Town Council will 
act quickly on envi¬ 
ronmental issues. 

Plant Llantwit aims to 
plant 1,000 trees in the 
local area, along with 
a mile of hedgerow, 
but its chairman Gareth 
Jones told The GEM he 
is concerned there might 
be delays. 

He explained: “The 
town council wants to 
spread our planting over 
10 to 15 years when all 
the experts are saying 
‘act now’. How can this 
be so controversial? 

“We had high hopes 
of planting a significant 
number of trees in Sea 
View Park this autumn, 
but these plans have 
been dashed by the 
council who voted by 
a large majority against 


it - in favour of four 
or five trees and a 
short length of hedge 
this year. They want a 
phased introduction of 
more trees over the next 
10 to 15 years. 

“This seems hard to 
understand when mul¬ 
tiple climate change 
experts are calling for 
immediate action and 
state that we only have 
a small window, up to 
2030, in which to try to 
prevent increasing tem¬ 
perature levels spiralling 
out of control.” 

Mr Jones said that 
at a time when record 
45.9-degree tempera¬ 
tures had hit France, he 
was anxious that coun¬ 
cillors should recognise 
the threat posed by 
climate change. 

In response to 
Mr Jones’ concerns, 
Llantwit Town Council 
released a statement 
explaining that it had not 


voted against the pro¬ 
posal and had suggested 
a way forward. 

The statement said: 
“An individual wrote 
to the town council 
requesting permission to 
plant a significant num¬ 
ber of trees in Seaview 
Park. 

“Councillors dis¬ 
cussed the letter and 
suggested she liaise with 
Plant Llantwit to look 
at working with them 
as they had the same 
objectives. 

“Plant Llantwit have 
approached the council 
seeking clarification of 
the land owned by the 
town council. It was 
recommended that they 
receive advice from the 
Woodland Trust and 
Vale Council planning 
department who have 
officers in this area of 
expertise. It would also 
be beneficial to speak to 
Persimmon and Barrett 
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Homes, as well as the 
Northern Access Road 
developers, who are all 
currently working in the 
area. 

“Once areas have 
been identified and 
planting and mainte¬ 
nance plans drawn up, 
the town council would 
be more than happy to 
meet with them.

U3A go from New 
York to London, via 
village of Abermawr 


THE talk at the recent 
Cowbridge U3A history group 
meeting was given by Stephen 
K Jones, an expert on the 
engineering genius Isambard 
Kingdom Brunei, and author 
of several books about him. 

Stephen’s presentation was on the 
transatlantic cable laid in 1866 so mes¬ 
sages could be sent from New York 
to London - via the Pembrokeshire 
village of Abermawr. 

The first attempt to lay a cable 
between Newfoundland and Ireland 
was in 1857 which failed when the 
cable was lost when it snapped. The 
following year, with stronger cable, the 
line was successfully installed. 

After the first messages were 
transmitted in August 1858 between 
Valentia, Ireland, and Trinity Bay, 
Newfoundland, September 1 was 
declared as the official day of celebra¬ 
tion in the city of New York. 

Unfortunately the partying was pre¬ 
mature, as transmissions only lasted 
for three weeks before the cable failed. 
Problems with the signals being faint 
caused the voltage to be increased, 
which probably burnt out the gutta 
percha insulation, a substance obtained 
from the latex of Malaysian trees. 

The American Civil War delayed 
the next cable-laying attempt until 
1865. This time, rather than using two 
cable-laying ships, Brunei’s gigantic 
Great Eastern was used. This ves¬ 
sel was able to carry all the cable 
required. Again the cable was lost, 
some two miles below the surface, 
despite attempts to retrieve it with 
grappling hooks. 


A further attempt was made in 1866 
again using the Great Eastern, sailing 
from Ireland. Two weeks later the 
cable was landed in Newfoundland and 
began operating - some 1,600 miles of 
cable had been laid. 

The ship then returned to the spot 
where the 1865 cable had been lost, 
retrieved it from the ocean bottom, 
spliced it, and paid out the remaining 
600 miles back to Newfoundland. 

By September 8, 1866 not one, but 
two telegraph lines were sending mes¬ 
sages across the Atlantic. At the time, 
the transatlantic cable was hailed as the 
Eighth Wonder of the World. 

The UK terminal was Abermawr, 
which had been earmarked by Brunei 
as the site where his South Wales 
Railway would end and passengers 
could board ships for Ireland and 
the USA. Perhaps fortunately for 
Abermawr, when the Great Western 
Railway took over the project Neyland 
became their choice of rail terminus 
and port. 

The original stone telegraph hut 
and a later corrugated iron one at 
Abermawr still exist and can be rented 
as holiday cottages. 

In 1865, news of President Lincoln’s 
assassination took 12 days by ship to 
reach the UK. By contrast the death 
of President James Garfield, shot in 
1881, was known about in Britain 
within hours. 

In 1922 a great storm washed 
away the shore ends of the cable at 
Abermawr and the telegraph station 
closed. By this time, 25 telegraph 
cables had been laid, so it wasn’t a 
disaster.

A MAN born and raised in Cowbridge 
received an OBE for ‘Services to 
Cystic Fibrosis Awareness’ in the 
recent Queen’s Birthday Honours. 

Josh Llewellyn-Jones, aged 31, has 
raised over £750,000 from extreme fit¬ 
ness challenges in support of cystic fibrosis 
charities and his own foundation to encour¬ 
age children with the condition to exercise. 

Diagnosed with cystic fibrosis as a child, Josh 
was told by doctors that he would not live into 
his thirties. Inspired to raise awareness of the 
condition and show the importance of still being 
physically active, Josh has undertaken a range of 
endurance challenges such as ultra-marathons, and 
became a world record holder after weight-lifting 
an astonishing one million kilos in 24 hours. 

His challenges have raised money in sup¬ 
port of his foundation ‘CF Warriors’, which 
helps children with cystic fibrosis get into 
sport at an early age by providing dedicated 
packs giving tips on exercise and fitness. 

CF Warriors has also provided an online 
community for children with cystic fibrosis 
who are isolated from others with the con¬ 
dition due to risks of cross-infection. 

Josh’s next big challenge takes place in October, 
when he will be swimming the channel (21 miles), 
cycling 200 miles to Twickenham and then running 
home to Cardiff (160 miles). All in just five days.

TENSAl , 
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Cardifi Airport says it is 
making progress on 
cutting carbon emissions 


A RECENT e^nal 
inspection of Cardiff 
Airport’s environmental 
credentials has revealed 
that since 2015/16 Cardiff 
Airport has been able to 
reduce carbon emissions by 
53 per cent, and in one 
year, emissions reduced by 
26 per cent. 

An airport spokesperson said: 
“These reduetions are largely 
attributed to decreased electric¬ 
ity (-7 per cent in one year) and 
natural gas consumption (-29 
per cent in one year) across 
the airport site. One significant 
initiative has been the introduc¬ 
tion of LED lighting across the 
terminal and airfield. We have 
introduced electric vehicles to 
the operation, with a view to 
increasing the fleet further over 
the coming year.” 

Undertaken by Carbon 
Credentials, emissions were 
measured and reported in 
line with Cardiff Airport’s 


compliance with the CRC Energy 
Efficiency Scheme (CRC). This 
achievement underpins steps the 
team at Cardiff Airport have 
taken recently to create a more 
environmentally responsible 
customer experience. 

The spokesperson continued: 
“Our food and drink concessions 
have removed the use of plastic 
straws and three water fountains 
have been installed in the termi¬ 
nal so that customers can refill 
their reusable water containers 
before their flight and when they 
return. 

“The Airport recycles waste 
from all on site businesses in its 
own recycling hub and benefits 
from the onsite ‘Food Rocket’ 
for food waste which has cel¬ 
ebrated five years of use. The 
resulting compost is then used 
across the site. 

“Cardiff Airport also works 
closely with partners to influ¬ 
ence and drive environmental 
responsibility wherever pos¬ 
sible. Our air traffic control 


provider, NATS and airlines 
adopt procedures to ensure the 
most efficient descent paths are 
taken. Cardiff is ranked in the 
top five UK Airports for max¬ 
imising these types of operation. 
This aims to reduce both fuel 
and noise impacts which are fur¬ 
ther supported by airlines who 
take further steps to minimise 
emissions by using one engine 
on the taxiway.” 

Mark Bailey, Director 
of Airport Planning and 
Development: “Environmental 
awareness is an essential part 
of our training programme, and 
we are passionate about playing 
our part in responding to cli¬ 
mate change, and all this while 
passenger numbers continue to 
increase.” 

Cardiff Airport is part of the 
Airport Operators Association 
(AOA) Climate Change 

Adaptation Working Group and 
has also volunteered to report to 
DEFRA on climate change. 


Council initiative helps to reduce 
single-use plastics usage

FOLLOWING the recent installation of 
water bottle refill stations across the Vale, 
the Vale Council has teamed up with Bro 
Radio to provide reusable water bottles to 
volunteers. 

Bro Radio support the council’s summer events 
programme, Barry Island Weekenders, with the 
help of volunteers. Throughout this programme, 
volunteers are given bottles of water to keep them 
hydrated throughout the day. They calculated that 
they probably get through between 400-600 plastic 
bottles of water each summer and the council has 
donated 100 reusable water bottles to Bro Radio. 

Cllr Lis Burnett, Deputy Leader and cabinet 


member for regeneration and education, said: “For 
a local organisation largely run by volunteers to 
embrace the use of sustainable materials, instead of 
single-use plastics, will save money which is vital 
for a community radio station. The new refill points 
on the Island mean visitors can bring reusable bottles 
with them or buy them while they’re here and save 
money and the environment at the same time.” 

Nathan Spackman, operations director for Bro 
Radio, said: “After realising how much plastic we 
used in 2018 and with events every weekend, it 
made sense for us to work with the council to reduce 
our plastic waste and promote refill stations while 
we are on the Island, at parks and coastal resorts 
throughout the summer.”

TfL promises bigger and 
better Vale trains - in 2023 


TRANSPORT for Wales has 
told The GEM that by 2023 
it will be running trains on 
the Vale of Glamorgan line 
with a greater passenger 
capacity and more facilities. 

Last week The GEM ran 
a story in which Llantwit Major 
councillor Gwyn John said he was 
concerned at congestion on the 
roads due to the number of houses 
being built in the western Vale. 

He said out that one way of 
reducing road use was to use rail 
services, but pointed out the ser¬ 
vice to Llantwit Major was hourly 
when it should be half hourly, and 
that commuters might have to wait 
until 2023 for the 30-minute service. 

In response, a Transport for Wales 
spokeswoman told The GEM that 
although there would be a wait, there 
would be a big increase in the number 
of passengers the trains could carry. 


She said: “The Vale of Glamorgan, 
including Llantwit Major, will be 
integrated into the South Wales 
Metro. By 2023 we’ll introduce 
tri-mode trains, which will run on 
electricity, battery and diesel power. 

“The total capacity will increase 
from a current maximum of 211, 
212 or 292, depending on the train, 
to 319 (three car) and 425 (four car). 

“As an improvement to current 
rolling stock, these trains will 
feature power sockets, electronic 
passenger information, air condi¬ 
tioning and more space for bicycles. 

“In December 2023, we will 
double the frequency of weekday 
services between Llantwit Major and 
Cardiff Central to two trains per 
hour. Sunday services will double to 
one train per hour in December 2024. 

“TfW’s plans are designed to be 
flexible and extendable and we’ll con¬ 
tinue to explore all options to improve 
the service for our customers.”

Council announces 
road improvements 


A programme of 
investment into 
highway mainte¬ 
nance totalling just 
over £2.5m has been 
agreed by Vale of 
Glamorgan Council. 

The three year resur- 
faeing plan approved by 
the CouneiTs eabinet 
on 01 July sets out a 
priority listing for roads 
in need of improvement 
throughout the Vale 
loeal highway network. 
In total some 114 roads 
are due to be resurfaced 
and 66 are due to receive 
preventative ‘micro-as¬ 
phalt’ or surface dressing 
treatments. 

Cllr Peter King, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhood Services 
and Transport, said: 
“Prosperity in the Vale of 
Glamorgan is very much 
dependent on an effective 
transport infrastructure. 
All the roads included 
in the plan have been 
assessed using a scoring 
system that ensure the 
roads in most need of 
attention, including some 
of the busiest roads used 
by Vale residents, will 
receive attention first. 


The priority list will then 
be reviewed annually to 
ensure we are always 
working to address resi¬ 
dents’ needs. 

“All of this is above 
and beyond the routine 
highway inspection and 
repair work that our 
Neighbourhood Services 
and Transport teams 
coordinate throughout 
the year. All residents 
can report potholes and 
other problems on our 
roads at any time using 
our website and priority 
cases will be filled within

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Service veterans pay 
respects in Holland 


A GROUP of Vale service 
veterans from Group 
617 visited grave sites 
in Holland to pay their 
respects to members of the 
Dambuster raid, who flew 
the Lancasters to deliver 
that famous ‘bouncing 
bomb’ which targeted the 
dams in Germany on May 


16,1943. 

One of those erew members 
who flew in AJ-A, a Barry boy, 
Sgt Gordon Yeo (21) did not 
eome baek from that dangerous 
mission. His Laneaster aireraft, 
piloted by Sqn Ldr ‘Dingy’ 
Young crashed in the sea just 
off Castricum aan Zee where a 
monument was erected, paid for 
by family members and local 
people in north Holland. 


The group, chairman Russ 
Kitely (ex-RAF), Geoff Horton 
(ex-RAF), John Glass (ex-Army) 
and Ash Hiscocks (ex-Para) 
visited the graves of Wg Cdr 
Guy Gibson VC and Sqn Ldr 
James Warwick, who led that 
raid and now rests in Steenburgen 
cemetery. 

During their stay they made 
a special visit to the gentleman 
and his son who have tended 


the graves regularly for some 55 
years as a mark of the respect, by 
the people of Holland. 

Ar nh em Bridge was yet 
another visit during the group’s 
stay, to see the location of the 
battle and the part the Parachute 
Regiment played defending it. 

Ash Hiscocks led the group. 
The trip renewed many friend¬ 
ships made in Holland over 
the seven years they have been 


visiting. It is due to the hard work 
and leadership of the chairman, 
Russ Kitely, that these visits have 
taken place. 

He has encouraged air cadets 
from 372 (Barry) ATC SQN to 
accompany the group to pass 
on the baton of keeping alive 
the memory of that famous 
Dambuster raid, to the next 
generation.

a very emotional experience 
to visit some of the grave sites 
of Dambuster crew members.

Hopes for growth in UK electric 
car manufacturing 


ALUN Cairns says he is pleased with the 
progress that has been made in talks with 
potential new investors in the wake of 
Ford’s decision to close its engine plant at 
Bridgend. 

The Welsh Secretary and Vale MP was facing 
questions in the Commons on the planned closure 
next year. He said he and the Welsh Government are 
working closely together in response to the closure 
decision and the threatened loss of 1,700 jobs. 

He said: “I am encouraged by the early discus¬ 
sions we have had with potential investors. I am 
extremely disappointed with Ford’s intention to 
close its Bridgend plant in 2020. 

@However, this bad news is not a reflection of 


the Welsh economy as a whole. The manufacturing 
sector is extremely important to the UK economy 
and Wales specifically. 

@There are 4,000 more manufacturing jobs in the 
Welsh economy now than there were this time last 
year, but that is not to undermine the importance of 
those Ford jobs.” 

Mr Cairns said the UK’s industrial strategy has 
invested £1.5 billion in automotive research and 
development to ensure that it maximises the oppor¬ 
tunities of the shift from petrol and diesel engines to 
electric vehicles. 

He told MPs: “A demonstration of the success of 
that is that 20 per cent of electric vehicles sold in 
Europe are manufactured in the UK.”

The distillery would 
be in the basement below 
a proposed new restau¬ 
rant at the Grade One 
listed castle. 

The new gin dis¬ 
tillery and warehouse 
was approved by Vale 
Council plaiming com¬ 
mittee on June 26. 

Stephen Leeke,

managing director of 
The Vale Resort, told the 
meeting: “It’s making 
use of an unused base¬ 
ment built 10 years ago 
to house a spa which we 
no longer have any use 
for. 

“The castle needs to 
stand on its own two feet. 
It’s a £7m investment 
and there are 100 jobs 
at stake.” 

Mr Leeke added Visit 
Wales are supportive of 
the plans. Tours will be 
held at the new distillery. 

The distillery would 
create the equivalent of 
seven full-time jobs. 

Pendoylan 


Community Council 
objected to the plans, 
citing extra traffic but 
council planning officers 
say they expect no more 
than six deliveries being 
made to and from the 
distillery on a typical 
day, made during the 
same hours as the hotel’s 
deliveries. 

The decision was 
made following concerns 
raised by Clh Michael 
Morgan about how 
quickly the application 
was being decided, as it 
was only lodged on May 
23. 

“People I’ve spoken to 
feel they have been left 


out of the process and 
not given a chance to be 
heard,” he said. 

Victoria Robinson, 
the council’s operational 
manager for develop¬ 
ment management told 
Cllr Morgan the statutory 
time needed for the con¬ 
sultation has expired. 

Mr Leeke said the rea¬ 
son for the urgency was 
because the distillery is 
an “integral part of the 
strategy for the castle”.

Police get cash to 
fight knife crime 


AN extra cash boost 
has been given to 
South Wales Police 
to help tackle knife 
crime. 

In May, The Home 
Office allocated £1.2 
million to the force in a 
bid to make the region 
safer. 

The money is being 
used to extend the ‘Op 
Sceptre’ knife crime 
team in Cardiff and 
create a new team in 
Swansea to focus on 
reducing knife crime 
on the streets of South 
Wales. 

Cash will also help 
fund preventative 
community-based work 
with young people, 
targeted operations and 
back-office functions 
to keep the Op Sceptre 
officers on fhe sfreefs. 

Chief Consfable of 
Soufh Wales Police, 
Matt Jukes said: “Knife 
crime is an obvious 
concern to our commu¬ 
nities, particularly in 
our cities of Cardiff and 
Swansea. 

“The issues we face 
are significant - they 
may not be as great as 
some other cities, but 
they are tragedies for 
the families who are 
affected by terrible 
offences. 

“We have been really 
focused and 12 months 
ago that led me to bring 
about our new team, 
Operation Sceptre, 
focusing specifically on 
knife crime in Cardiff. 

“We are going to 
continue this activity 
where it’s needed 
most - but that is not 
particularly in our town 
and city centres, which 
actually by comparison 
with similar areas are 
incredibly safe across 
South Wales. 

“Knife crime levels 
have stabilised in the 
first half of this year 
compared to last, so we 
know we can make a 
difference.” 

The Op Sceptre 
Team, named after a 
national initiative led 
by the Metropolitan 
Police, was set up in 
the summer of 2018 
initially as a 12-month 
pilot to reduce knife 
crime and related 
offences in Cardiff. 

Within 12 months 
they have: 

• arrested 220 people 

• taken 90 weapons 
off the streets 


• seized more than 
£82k worth of drugs 
and £77.5k cash 

• conducted 758 stop 
searches 

• helped secure custo¬ 
dial sentences totalling 
22 years 3 months 

• Superintendent 
Wendy Gunney, the 
South Wales Police 
lead for knife crime, 
said: “We have found 
there is a clear link 
between knife crime 
and drug supply in 
Cardiff. County Lines 
have destabilised the 
local drugs market, 
raising the threat and 
risk among local drug 
dealers. 

“Our Op Sceptre 
Teams will be out there 
on the streets making 
it uncomfortable for 
anyone who matches 
the profile of fhose 
involved in knife crime 
and drugs.” 

County lines is when 
an organised crime 
group from an area such 
as London, Birmingham 
and Liverpool extends 
their drug dealing enter¬ 
prise across boundaries. 

They often use young 
people or vulnerable 
adults to deliver their 
drugs, coercing them 
with payment or gifts 
or by forcing them 
through intimidation 
and violence. 

The Home Office 
money will also go 
fowards communify 
work such as projects 
by Street Games and 
the Crimestoppers 
Fearless campaign to 
divert young people 
away from criminality. 

Supt Gunney added: 
“Families and com¬ 
munities can definitely 
play their part in 
helping to tackle knife 
crime. They can take 
responsibility for their 
children and young 
adults who are on the 
fringes of criminality. 

“If you have con¬ 
cerns or suspicions, 
please tell us so we 
can intervene and help 
divert them away from 
knife crime.”

TEN years after the 
battle of Waterloo 
in 1825 the Duke 
of Wellington was 
watching a cricket 
match at Eton 
College, his old 
school. He turned 
to his companions 
and remarked 
‘Waterloo was won 
here’. 

Fast forward to 
last Saturday and 
Cowbridge’s former 
captain, known as ‘The 
Rock’ and the ‘Artful 
Nudger’, Tom Merilaht 
noted that at Briton 
Ferry Steel victory had 
been achieved on the 
slopes of the Penllyne 
Recreation Field! 

Messers Merilaht, 
Willey and Howson of 
the village learnt their 
cricket as dusk fell after 
school and these three 
provide a hard spine 
to the team. They did 
not require Marshal 
Bloucher to arrive hot¬ 
foot to save the day. 


They are made of com¬ 
petitive stuff 

For ordinary cricket¬ 
ers Briton Ferry Steel 
retains a forbidding air. 
It is small, intimate and 
surrounded by an iron 
fence. Dominate or be 
dominated. This is no 
place for faint hearts. 

So, the Cowbridge 
flag was the stand¬ 
ard that the men of 
Penllyne, Ystradowen, 
Llanmihangel and the 
Ancient Borough itself 
marched to as they 
determined to keep 
their lead at the top of 
the SWCA League. 
Having set up camp 
they soon won the early 
skirmishes. Rattling 
up 56 off the first six 
overs, the usual open¬ 
ing combination of 
Tom and Ben Wright 
made it quite clear they 
were not interested in 
being intimidated. It 
was not one of the Iron 
Duke’s most charitable 
features. 

Utter dominance 
from the openers saw 


them put on 160 for the 
first wicket, Ben getting 
102, Tom 104, and with 
a frivolity that the duke 
would not have neces¬ 
sarily approved of Brad 
Evans hit a rapid 72. 
The score of 343-4 was 
a new club record and 
it beat the 339 scored 
against Porthcawl in 
1933. 

Rather like the statue 
outside Aspley House 
there deserves to be a 
permanent memorial to 
the feats of these two 
at the club. Yet wait 
you cry! Where might 
these two end up in the 
pantheon of Cowbridge 
cricket? 

Only figures and club 
team advancements are 
available to them. They 
cannot be held in higher 
esteem as men, crick¬ 
eters and sportsmen. 
Since they came back to 
the club to join forces, 
they have walked out 
to bat thirty-nine times. 
They have shared 3,846 
runs and their average 
stand is 109. They have 


also scored ten hundred 
and seven two hundred 
partnerships. It is all 
quite bewildering. 

There was little 
chance of ‘The Steel’ 
ever chasing such a 
monumental target. 
They stumbled to 201- 
8. Wickets were spread 
about but Brad did not 
bowl on account of his 
tender ankle. The side 
will need him fiilly fit 
on the 13th. 

After Boris Johnson 
withdrew from the 
challenge when Mrs 
May became Prime 
Minister he could never 
have believed his time 
might come again. 
Chris Willey may not 
be an Old Etonian (he 
can exude a haughty 
countenance from time 
to time I would grant 
you!) but he emerged 
as a cricketer from the 
hallowed grounds of 
Penllyne. 

Nevertheless, after 
last year’s disappoint¬ 
ment the village lads 
are standing Arm. They 


have done the first half 
of the job. The whole 
enterprise is starting 
to be one where the 
number of matches 
left are very important. 
Whichever way you 
look at it the game 
against Tata is likely to 
be critical. 

So that brings us to the 
quiz. The five batsmen 
‘selected’ to uphold the 
honour as part of the 
specialist were... well 
originally Tom, Ben, 
JA Davies, Eddie Dew 
and... .Derek Cleaver. 
However, the first four 
were joined by Mark 
White in the popular 
vote.
